CORK MAN’S ACTION. 


In the Court of Appeal, beforé Lord Chief 
Justice Molony, the Master of the Roils, and 
Lord Justice O'Connor, the ar nts con- 
cluded in the appeal ht on alf of the 
defendant in the case of William O'Driscoll, of 
Kildarragh House, Bandon, Co. Cork, against 
John Panagoulepoules, of Athens.

People might say that we could send them to 
France or Spain. France and Spain did not 
want them. 

Mr. O'Hanlon, General Secretary, Irish 
Farmers’ Union, said that he was full of opti- 
mism regarding the future of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union. The Union was to-day acknowledged as 
the organisation which spoke for the farmers. 
He always regarded Parliament as being the 
national expression of the will of the people, 
and if farmers were to be true to their class 
and to serve their truest interest, it was abso- 
lutely necessary in the future that they should 
seek representation’ in that assembly which 
would call itself the Parliament of Ireland. In 
the past there was little chance of agriculture 
having much power or influence in the British 
Parliament, which was dominated by indus- 
trialists, but ihere was no danger in this 
country, which was agricultural, that the 
farmers should not have a dominant influence 
and make their weight felt. They should be 
ready for that day, and he hoped that when 
it would come they would be very thankful 
that there was an organisation called the Irish 
Farmers’ Union which would put their industry 
on the plane which was its right. (Applause.)
